And becauſe (in point of integritie and dutie )7 
hold my ſelfe bound to bring the truth neerer to your 
knowledge , or rather home to your vnderſtanding, 
May it pleaſe you to be informed,that about ſome three 
Feares ſince,at the firſt ſetting of the laſt high ( ourt 
of Parliament, when our King was ſo earneſt in pros 
poſing the match of our Noble Prince his Sonne,with 
the Infanra of Spaine ; When the King of Spaine 
coulourably pretended (though not really intended )to 
be deepely affeted to entertaine and embrace the ſaid 
motion ; When ( 9unt Gondomar (his Ambaſſador ) 
” ade ſhew to be a zealous ſolicitor ,and a moſt aFiue 
and officious ſtickler for compaſing and finiſhing it, 
When our Romiſh ( atholiques became paſgonately 
and inſultingly confident of the free toleration of their 
Religion,and in the skie-reaching mountaines of their 
ambitious and ſuperſtitious hopes,were already prepa= 
ring, ta ereft their Groves and Altars, to ſet vp their 
Idols and Imazes,and conſequently to introduce their 


Pope and bis Maſſe in the Temples of our God, when 


all Priſons were onlocked, and opento all pernitious 
Prieſts and dangerous Teſuites,and that many others

to their naturall Prince &-Countrey, purpoſely(with 
more treachery then Religion)to ſubieft them to a for 
xeine power C> inrifdietion. When the Emperour had 
beaten the King of Bohemia from Prague, and the 
Duke of Bavaria with the aſ9i/tance of the Swords, 
Souldiers,and Treaſure of the King of Spaine, had in 
a ſetled truce aſſaulted and taken many Towns in the 
Palatinate,contrary to their promiſes to:our Ring,& 
of his Mateſties to the Prince his Sonne in Law , and 
contrary to the publique peace of Germany and( bris 


ſtendome, Then, thenit was , (that topull off the 


Maske of Spaines ambition and malice , who with 
the fire of this match , ſought to ſet England all fas 
ming in a mournefull and miſerable combuſtion tbere- 
by to bury her glory in the duſt , and her ſafety in the 
cinders of her ſubuer fron and ruin:s)that as. Prome:- 
theus fetch'd fire from heauen, (othe fire of my zeale 
to the good of my. Prince & (,ountrey, likewiſe fetch'd 


from thence this Royall conſultation for the.diſcovery 


of our apprant and immiment dangers., and in know. 


ing-them ,” to know likewife how to prevent them,

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Which reſolving to make publique, becauſe it is ſolel 
tended to Englands publique glory and proſperity: 
contrary tomy expeFtation(but not to my ſees, ſaw 
my hopes nipt intheir bloſſomes,and my defires Nufled 
in their births becauſe the Seas of our Kings affetti. 
01 to Spaine went fo bofty , md the windes Were /o 
tempeſtuvous, that it could not poſſibly be permitted to 
paſſe the Pikes of the Preſſe : When albeit my zeale 
and fidelity azaine and avaine infuſed new audacity 
did conrage to myreſolutions,to ſee it falute the light, 
yet it was impoſsivle for me or it to be made ſo happy, 
becauſe T ſaw Alluredsboneſt Letter , Scots layall 
Vox Popoli,D Whiring,D 'Everad,es Clayrons 
zealous Sermuns,and others, ſuppreſs d and ſilenced, 
#5 alſo Wards faithfull pretuye, which yet was jo ins 
Hocemit as it otely breathed forth his fidelity toEng- 
land ſilent Rethorique , and dumbe eloquence. 
Wherypon mnforced to take a'law from the iniquity 6 
the'thne, (with niuch relation and more griefe) 
huſhed vp my ſaid Conſultation in filence,and becauſe 
T eortld not ſerve my Prince and Coyntry in that booke 
of mite : therefore then renewed my conſtant reſolu- 
rion ant %eale'to ſerue them in'my moſt fervent pray- 
ers, and my'moſt religious and zealous wiſhes , the 
which T haue ever ſince faithfully and dot 6 
formed. - 
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' Sitting thus to behold the conſtant mmconſtancie of 
the World ,which preſents as many different accidents 
to our knowledge, as obiefts to our eye; and being ieq- 


lous, viedant, and attentive, to that which did, or 


which mivht any way appertaine t9 my Soveraigne 

and his Princely poſterity to his Domintons and Sub- 
iefts, I was enforced to ſee (O that T had beene fo 
hatpy as not to haue ſeen ) the perfidious Progreſſe of 
Spaines new treacheries, and vſurpation vpon many 
Countries of Europe, For firſt, his Couſine Leopal- 

dus hath devoured the Dutchy of Cleaves andTulli- 
ers;then he and his forces have taken many other fre \ 
Townes , and whole Biſhopricks in the ( ounties of 
Luxembourg,und La Marcke; as al/o in the fron- 

tiers of Swiſlerland and Loraine : then he and his | 
Fafor the Duke of Bavaria (for him) hath finiſhed A 
his abſolute Conqueſt of the Palatinate ( that dainty, 
rich and fertile Pronince of Germany)the Dowry of 
our onely Princeſſe, the inheritance of the Prince her | 
Husband, and the Patrimony of their Royall iſſue, 


wherein the honour of our King, and of bis three fa- 


 mous Kingdomes,doe moſt extreamely ſuffer. 


I ſaw him conquer the cheifeſt Cities, Forts, and 
Paſſaves of the Griſous , and hath brought their li- 
berties and lines to their laſt gaſþe and periode; yea, 
to the mercileſſe mercy of his not generous but bloody

{word;which being vader the prote ion of the French, 
Kinz, doth likewiſe caſt a wonderfull ſtaine and bles 
miſh on the luſtre of bis honor and Crowne, if he ſpee- 
dily take not his revenge thereof ; by leauing theſe 
bis honeſt Confederates as free as be found them, and 
a great Henry his Father left them. Aud after the 


trium phes and treacherons progreſsion of the houſe of 


Aultria im Germany. 'The King of Spaine hath 
now made a body of his,and the Imperiall forces, and 
this Summer intends to play his bloody prize for the 
totall ruine and ſubverſion of the Netherlands ; who 
(to the eye of the world, and to humane indgement ) 
muſt ſhortly fink,if the two Kings of great Brittaine 
and France doe not make them ſwim ; by ſpeedily 


ſending them braue ſuccours and aſ$iſtance in this 


their orgent neceſsitie. 

And Wwhereunto tends all this treacherous ambi: 
tion,and formidable oſurpation and greatneſſe of the 
King of Spaine, but to cut out a paſſage with his 


ſword, and to make his troopes and rexments flye o're 
the Alpes, for his ere&ing and obtaining of the Weſt. 


erne Empire? And whereunto tends it Tſay, but to 
make his territories and Dominions to encirculize 


great Brittaine and France, yeato be their C loy/ter, 


and t9 make and eſteeme thoſe two famous Monars 
chies , but onely as a fatall ( hurch-yard to burie

But Illuſtrious and generous Sirs, is this all the 
malice and treachery which Spaine hath offered to. 
wards England? 0 no,nothing leſſe; for pon that 
tourney (which was as dangerous as ſaddaine ) of our 
Prince into Spaine (then whom the world hath not a 
braver:) Hath not the King of Spaine dealt trea- 
cherouſly with him about his match with the Infanta 
his Siſter*yea have they not in his Princely perſon,vi- 


olated the Lawes of Hoſpitality, and the Priviledoes 


of Princes (when being vnder his own roofe)by attemp 
ting to tye him to formes , Which were diametrally op- 
poſite to his honour;yea,to be ſo audaciouſly impudent, 
as with much violency and virulency to ſeeke to put a 
rape wpon his Conſcience and Religion, in their profes 
red enforcement of his Converſ15 to Popery,as if their 
Infanta had bin to him more precious then his ſoule, 
or that he had beene ſo wretchedly grounded and in- 
ſtrubted in pietie,that his Highneſſe would hane for- 
ſaken his God, purpoſely to haue obayed and adored 
the King of Spaine, who ts not,nor cannot be a orea- 
ter King then he is a Prince * 

And toſtep yet a degree farther, was it not a hel- 
liſh policie, and a diabolicall deſigne and reſolution of 
the ( ouncell of Spaine,to adviſe our Prince ypon his 
return into England;to warre vpon the Proteſtants;

and to proffer him an Army to ſuppreſſe and extermi- 
nate them. The Proteſtants, I ſay, who are thoſe by 
whom our King his Father raigneth , and without 
whom bis Maieſtie can never ſubſyt nor raigne ; nor 
his highneſſe ſuaceſ9vely aſpire, or hope to aſpire to 
his Crownes and kingdomes after him, [ith they are 
the life, the vigour, the heart, and the ſoule thereof, 
And will our King,and our Prince,our Parliaments 
and our Proteſtants of England,then ever forget this 
tnveterate rage,and inferna! malice of Spain againſt 
them? as alſo the reſt of their imperious andinſulting 
cariage towards his Hdighnes and towards great Brit. 
raine, as if they prizdit at ſo lowa rate, and made 
ther boundles ambition ſo exceſſively over-value 
their own Spain?that that were in the Crifas of ber 
weakenes and miſery, and this in the prime & vert. 
call point of her power and glory? And when his High 
nes preſſed them for the reſtitution of the Palatinar, 
which they had oft? promiſed to the King his Father, 
then they temporized ſo cunningly, and ſubtillized fo 
treacheroufly with him, that every day brought forth 
new delayes and difficulties, till in the end they had 
made the cure worſe thenthe diſeaſe,C>having taken 
firm footing therein, were enforced tovnvaile & vt 
mask their diſmulation,and faintly and caldly toaf-. 


firme, that they would treate With the Emperony for 
SET Sue the - 
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the reſtitution thereof but could not promiſe it: Thus 

bavine abuſed, firſt our King the Father,and then our 

Prince the Sonne , they haue noW likewiſe betrayed 

and ruined our Princeſſe the Daughter i their final 

Conqueſt, and reſolute detention of the Prince her 
Husbands Palacinate, that Princeſſe Tfay, whoſe 

royal and ſublime vertues, make her the honour of her 

- time,the ornament of her ſexe,and the Phenix Prin- 

* cefſeof the world. VV hereunto adding the abſolute 
breach of the Match long ſince prophetically dela: 
cerated , and caſt in Hearven by the Princely and 
Royall Authors of this (onſultation , and fince the 

' ſamebreachhereon earth likewiſe ſo happily confirmd 

* bythe King,as alſo by the Prince : ſo all theſe premi- 
' ſes conſtdered;hath not Englad reafon to hate Spain, 

mrevard Spaine hates it * eſpecially becauſe of theſe 
two main enſuing points, C&-important conftderations* 
Firſt,for that the King of Spaine is a greater C5 
more profeſſed Enemy-to our ſacred Kino & his roy- 
all poſteritie , thenutther the Emperonr, or Duke of 
' Bavaria, andis ſo tobe held and eſteemed of vs. 

7 Secondly,that therefore to denounce warre to him, 
' end to make good as frone as tt is denounced, 1s 45 
' Honourable as neceſſary, and as inft as honorable for 
' England; As vpon New yeares day lajt I made thee 

two points apparent: and manifeſt to the King - 12 my 

Diſcourſe intituled Votive Angliz , which I ſent 
C 3 : "if 
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Palatine his ſonne in law, for the reſtoration of his 
Palatinate. 

Hauing thus (with as much diſdaine as greefe ) 
ſeene his nveterate malice towards great Brittaine, 
towards onr King and his Royall poſterity,and conſes 
quently the eminent danger wherinto our profound ſe- 


 curity hath throwne ex- precipitated vs in particular, 


and underſtanding likewiſe how the ſaid King of 


Spaine With Xerxes, threatens the Seas and 
Mountaines of Europe in generall ; Being as well 
in heart as tongue an Engliſhman , and therefore 
knowing by Grace, What T owe by Nature to my na- 


turall Prince and Countrey (like Creſlus his dumbe 
fonne ) I would not, I could not be fil nt thereat, but 


muſt expoſe this ( onſultation' of Vox Coli to the 


light and fight of the world ; T meane to the light of 


your knowledge, and the ſight of your conſideration, 
nder the ſecure Target , and ſafe ſhelter and ſan- 
nary of your auſpicious proteFtian. 

To ou therefore great Britraines greateſt Pala. 
dines and Champtons;to you the invincible Bulwarke 
of our King and his Royall progenie, and the inexs 
pugnable Cittadell and Acrocorinth of our Eftate: 
To you I ſay the conſcript Fathers of our ſupreameſt 
Senate, doth it in duty preſent it ſelfe, and in humi-

his Maieſtie in the behalfe and favour of the Prince 
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lity proftrate.it felfe 3 which when your furſt leiſure 
hath curiouſly read,and your beſt zeale carefully and 
maturely conſidered : T hen by all that true Engliſh 
blood which ſtreameth m your heart & veines, by all 
the love which your Country beares you,and by all the 
duty and affection which reciprocally you owe to your 
(ountrys I both requeſt and conture you, To tell our 
King that it is nothing for his Mateſtie to have made 
a braue and generous Declaration of warres againſt 
Spaine, except he ſpeedily ſecond it with execution, 
without which 1t will prove a vaine Fantaſma, and 
an abortive Embrion : Tell him, «that it were the 
laſt 4s of Augultus,which embelliſhed his raione, 
and that old Pericles male the greatnes of bis venc- 
roſity and courage,to revive &> flouriſh on his Tomb, 
when hee cauſed the Athenians to warre pon the 


Pelopenetlians : Tell him that Philopxmenus af. -- 
firmeth,that peace is the beſt time ty meditate of war. 


Tell him that to tranſþort warre into Spaine,is to 4- 
voide and prevent it m England,as Hannibal {cid 


to King Antiochus,that the only way to make warre 


arainſt the Romanes, Was t0 beoin it m the heart 
and bowels of the Dominions of Rome, ani [9 t9 


vanquiſh Icaly by Italy. Tell him that Plurarch 


affurmes, there is no Ation fo royall oy marnificent 
OT | / — 
naKing, as to take Armes to aſviſt and revenoe bis 
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Confederats vniuſtly oppreſſed and ruined much more 
his owne Royall children, and that if the Palatinate 
be too farrethat Flanders and Brabant, are hut the 
Skirts and Suburbs of England. Tell him that Age- 
ſilaus ſaid, that words are feminine,and deedes Maſ- 
culine,and that tt is a great point of honor diſcretion, 
and happineſſe for a Prince, to o1ue the firſt blowe to 
his Enemyes. Tell him that Spaniards hate vs ; why 
then ſhould we love them? that we can beate them at 
our pleaſures, why then ſhould we feare them ? Tell 
him that if it goes nyt well with Holland , i« muſt 
needes goe ill with England; and that if wee doenot 
preuent their rume, that we cannot ſecure our owne 
danger. Tell him that in matters of warre, it is dan- 
gerous to make a ſtand, ſhamefull toretire, and glo- 


rious to advance.Tell bim that Philip of Spaine is of 


Pirrhus his minde, who ſaid, that having devoured 
and conquered all Europe, he wouldend his dayes im 
rolity and pleaſure in Macedonia. And therefore 
that it is time, yea high time to ſtrike Vp our Drums 
agamſt him, becauſe as well our ſafety,as our Honour 
envites Vs tort. 

And now turning from his Mateſtie,to you the 1l. 
lIuſtrious and famous body of this great and famous 
Court of Parliament, (whereof the Kine is the head) 
to you, I ſay, who are the creame and flower of his

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Subiefts : O hold it no diſparagement that I tell | 
you , That fith in all matters of Order, Policie and | 
Reformation that delayes and protrattions prove ftill | 
dangerous, many times fatall ; T hat you beware leaſt | 
ax your Conſultations flie away with the time , that 
occaſion and opportunity flie not away with your con- | 
ſultations, fith Time muſt be taken by his fore-locke, / 
and then as Tulius Czxfar faith, we haue winde and 
tide with vs. 

T hinke what a happineſſe , what a glory it is for 
England fo have wars with Spaine, /ith Spaine Pop 
the Lethargy of our peace,hath very neer vndermined 
our ſafety and ſubverted our glory; And let vs diſpell | 
thoſe charmes of ſecurity, wherein England hath bi, 
too long lull d and enchanted afleepe: And if feare and 
puſulanimity yet offer to ſhut our cies againſt our ſafes 
ty, yet let our reſolution and courage open them to the 
tmminency of our danger;that our glory may ſurmount 
our ſhame, and our ſwords cut thoſe tongues and pens < 
im pieces , which henceforth dare either to ſpeake of 
peace,or write of truce with Spaine. 

No,no;to take the length of Spaines foote arioht, 
we muſt doe it with our ſwords, not with our neckes, 
for the firſt wil aſſuredly eſtabliſh our ſafety, and the 
ſecond mfalibly ruines. VYarres , warres, then yee 


(with cheerfull bearts and ioyfull ſoules ) let vs pre- 
X 
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pare our ſelues for warres : That our great Brittaine 
the beauty of Europe, as Europe is the glory of the 
world). lie no longer expoſed to the apparant danger 
and mercileſſe mercy of this ( aſtiflian Rat , of this 
( rocodile of oy ,of this Vulture of Germany,e of 
this Wolfe of Ardena;but let vs all ſignalize our fide. 
lities to our Soveraigne by our courage,and immorta- 
lize our zeale to our Country by our valour and reſo- 
lution herein © T hat we may all be of Alcibiades his 
opinion ,that the bed of Honour is the beſt death,that 
there is no better xecompence of death then glory, nor 
no richer glory,then to die for our Prince &x Country. 

And here Ihad.impoſed ſilence to-my-pen, and in- 


fuſed aperiod to.this my Epiſtle , had not the dignis 


ty of your places ,the qualitie of your impldyments, the 
nature of the time,and the conſideration that I am an 
Engliſhman, commanded me to inſert and anex theſe 


few lines, by the wayeither of a.& upplement or a Poſt.

our thoughts, not only our tongues bur our intents, 
lyc open and arc Obvious & tranſparent,to the glori- 
ous and rclucent eyes of Gods moſt ſacred Mateſtic, 
who being the (ole Archireor,8& preſeruer both of 
Heauen and Earth, rules that by his preſence,this by 
his providence, and both by his power ; and that we 
Men are not by many thouſand degrees fo great in 
his eyes, as the {malleſt Pyſmires ate in ours; who 
lookes ſtill on our Deſtgnes and Actions, ſometimes 
with approbation, now with pitie, then with. con- 
tempr,and anon with Choller & Indignation, being 
himſcife the prime Preſydenr, the great Moderator, 
the mightie Councellor,the eternall and eucrlaſting 
Jehovah ; who can and will giue Lawes to all the 
Kings and Princes of the earth, as they doe to their 
ſubjz&s, by their ſubordinate, and yer tranſcendent 
power,dtawn from his moſt ſacred Majeſtic of Hea- 
ven,as the Starres who actually derive their light, & 
borrow their Inſtre from the refulgear beames, and 
olorious bodic of the Sun.

By vertue of which Deuine priuiledges,the maske 
of Spaines boundlefle Ambition being diſcoucred & 
pulled off, in ſupporting the Pope, & ſecking the en- 
creaſe of his ſpirituall Juriſdiction, whereby his 
Holineſle in Exchange, may enlarge that of Spazres 
temporall Monarchy, ſo as that ſhall haue teer to 
ooCc, andrheſe wings to flie to the height of carth- 
ly greatneſſe ; whereby the-Catholike Kings ayme, 
out of the ruines of Rome and Germany,to crect ano- 
ther Empire in the Weſt,and endeauour by degrees 
to make moſt of the Kingdomes and Free Eſtares of 
Exrope become Provinces unto Spare , as, fome by 
force, ſome by policie,ſome by treachery, and now 
England by the Match of the Infants his Daughter, 
with our moſt Illuſtrious and Royall Prince C/ar tes

I ſay the newes of theſe projects and reſolutions of 
Spazne, hauing with as much fortunary as celeritte) 
paſſed the Clouds, and piercedthe vaults and win- 
dowes of Heaven, it faſt arrived there, tothe vnder-

ing that her Nephew and God-fonne Prince Hexry, 
participated and burned in her zeale, thatthe inſa- 
tiable and bloud-thirſty Ambition of Spare, might 
not ere his Trophces vpon the Tombe of England's 
downfall , and the ruines of her ſubverſion, ſhe ſpec- 
dily acquaints him with it ; whom although Heaven 
had purified and deveſted of his Earthly paſſions, yer 
{uch was this young Prince, his never dying zealeto 
Enelandl ever living Glory, that his Highneſs could 
not refraine from looking red with anger, and pale 
with fearc,at the report & knowledge thereof. They 
conſult hereon, and hold it both expedient and ne- 
ceſſary to acquaint other Engliſh Princes herewith, e- 
ſpecially thoſe whom they kneve ſtood deeply and 
fincerely affeted to England.
